Gy zult zonder twyfel ongerust ter-my- 


ne opzichte geweest, door niets van onze 
aankomst te New Orleans te hooren. 
Uy 


zult veelligt ons voor verloren gehouden 
hebben ; wy ontsnapten uit zulk een toe- 
stand ter naauwernood. 
Op den 25sten 


November, stootten wy op een rif van ko- 
raal rotzen, omtrent zes mylen van Ma- 
tanza ten 8 uren s'avonds; dadelyk was 
alles mpt schrik en verwarring vervuld. 
Dadelyk hield alle subordinatie op, daar 
de matrozen weigerden de officieren te ge- 
hoorzamen, en dadelyk poogden de boot 
uittezelten.v 
De jol. 
stuwden zy, door 


haar over de zyde 
te brengen, omver, 


maar met de groote boot gelukte het hun, 
dien onbeschadigd uittebrengen, en toen 
gingen zy aan het werk hunne planjes in 
t^pakken, en dezelve in de boot te '.eggen ; 
zy brachten ook in de bout, een klein vat 
water en een zak met scbeepsbfood, en 
toen er op aandringende om de brik da-

Louiza parted one of her cables ; the boat 
was immediately sent ashore, with lour 
men, to b.f at iff a larger boat to weigh 
the anchor, Out on account of the heavy 
suro-e it was found impossible for them to 
return, and the same night the sloop part- 
edher hawser. Next morningthe 26th,the 
Louiza having driven very near the Leach, 
the four men returned in the small boat, 
when the kedge anchor was weighed and 
carried farther out. but it continuing to 
blow extiemely hard, she drove broadside 
ashore, where the sea broke over her with 
terrible violence. 
Fortunately no lives 


were lost, and all ofthe cargo she had ta- 
ken in was saved.

do not recollect the title, which is probably 
familiar to yon, who h .ye suffered noth'ng that 
relates 
to the government of France to have 


escaped you ; but 1 could perceive that it con- 
sisted of extracts from the Moniteur, &c. du- 
rit g the imperial reign. 
As hereferred to the 


inti-x 
he frequently pointed out the name of 


WrigM spelled Right, and with a confident 
expectation, as ll certainly appeared to me, of 
finding some document that would confirm his 


account. 
The author, however, either had not 


been able to di-cover any written testimony to 
mark the precise 
tim« of Captain 
Wright's 


death, or h.d intentionally withheld it; and 
the latter Bonaparte repeatedly and fi-mly in- 
sisted must have been the cause of any doubt 
remaining a» lo the truth of his assertion 


\s he turned over- the leaves of this Volume, 


he' acknowledged lhat 
many of the repoits 


„ere genuine, bul with frequent inaccuracies 
and misstatement»; and it my memory i» cor- 


rect 
he paitieuiarized lhat which was given 


of the battle ot Marengo. Bui he did not stop 


here ; and continually desired toknow whether 
I perfectly comprehended hi» meaning, as that 


was his most earnest wish." And now, to nay 


Utter astonishment, he entered upon the event 
of the D..ke D'Enghein's death. 
1 his was a 


topic that could not be expected ; and particu- 
larly by me, as there appeared among hi» fol. 
lower», who were always on tip toe to be

apologists, an evasive silence <>r contradictory 


statements, whenever this afflicting event be- 


came the subject of inquiry, which had occa- 


smually happened during the course of our 


voyage. 
Here Napoleon became very anima- 


ted, and often raised himself on the sofa, where 
he had hithertoremained in a reclining P°= tv 
The interest attached to llie subject, and tne 


energy «f his delivery combined to impress tne

At the same tim», -report» 


were every night brought me ( I think 
he sail 


by general Ryal,) that conspi acie's we.c in agi- 
tation; that meetings ware held in partia«»ur 
houses in Pari», 
and names even were men- 


tioned ; at tb- same lime no saii.fadory proofs 
cou'd be obtained, and the 
utmost vigilance 


and ceacele,, pursuit» of 'he police wa» evaded. 
G-n-ral 
Moréau, indeed, 
became suspected, 


and 1 was seriously importuned to issue an or 
tier for his arrest; hut his ch -rader was such, 
hi- name stood so high, and the estimation »f 
him so gieat in the public mind, that as it ap 
pcated to me, he bad nothing to gain, and «very 


thins to loose, by becoming a conspirator a- 
gainst me ; I therefore could not but exonerate 
him from such a suspicion. 
1 accordingly re- 


fused an order for the proposed arrest, by the 
following intimation to ihe minister of police : 
You have named Pichegru, George?, .and Mo- 


reau ; convince me that the former is in Pans, 


and I will immediately cause the latter to be 
arrested. 
Another and a very singular circum- 


stance led 
to the developement of the plot. 


One night as 1 lay agitated and wakeful, I rose 
from my bed, and examined ihe list of suspec- 
ted traitors ; and Chance, 
which rules 
the 


world, occasioned my stumbling, a» it were, on 
the name of a surgeon who had lately returned 
from an English prison. 
This man's age, edu- 


cation and experience in life, induced me to be- 
lieve that his conduct must be attributed to 
any other motive than that of youthful lanata- 


cism, in favour of a Bourbon ; as far as.circum- 


stance» qualified me to judge, money appeared 
to be hi» object. 
I accordingly gave oiders for 


this man to be arrested, when a summary mock 
trial wasinstituted, by which be was found guilty, 
sentenced lo die, and informed he bad but six 
hours to live. 
This stratagem had the desired 


effect ; he was terrified into confession, ll wa, 
now known that Pichegru had a brother, 
a 


monastic priest, then re-iding at Paris 
1 or- 


dered a party of gens d'arms to visit this man, 
and if he had quitted his house, 
1 conceived 


there would be good ground for suspicion. The 
old monk wa» secured, and, in the act of his 


arrest hi» fears betrayed what I most wanted 
to know.—' Is it (he exclaim-adl because I af- 
forded shelter to 
a brother that I am thus 


treated.'—Tbe object of the ploi was to destroy 
me ; and the success of it would of course, 
have b.en my destruction, ll emanated from 
the capital of your country, with the Count 
d'Artoisat the head ofit. To the we t he sent the 
duke de Berri, and to the east the duke d'Eng 
hem. 
To Frame your vessels conveyed 
un- 


derlings of the plot, and Moreau became a con- 


vert to the cause. 
The moment was big with 


evil : I fe t myself on a tottering eminence, 


and I resolved to hurl the thundir back upon 
the Bourbons even in the metropoli* of the 
British empire. 
My minister vehemently ur- 


ged the seizure of the duke though tn<a neutr.l 
territory. 
But 
1 still hesitated, 
and Prince 


Benevenlo brought the order twice, and urged 
the measure with all his powers of persuasion. 
It was not, however, till I was fully convinced 
of its necessity, lhat I sanctioned it by my sig- 


nature 
The matter could be easily arranged 


between me and the duke-of Baden 
Why, 


indeed, should I suffer a man residing on the 


very confines of my kingdom, 
to commit a 


crime which, within the distance of a mile,.by 
the ordinary 
course of law, justice herselt 


would condemn to the scaffold. 
And now ans- 


wer me ;—Did Ido mora than adopt the prin- 
ciple of your government, when it ordered the 


capture cf the Danish fleet, which was thought 


to threaten mischief to your country » 
li bad 


been urged to me again and again, as a sound 
political opinion, that the new dynasty could 
not be secure while the Bourbon» remained. 
Talleyrand never deviatedfrom thi» principle ; 
it was afixed, unchangeable article in bi» poli- 
tical cieed. 
But I did not become a ready 


or 
a willing convert, 
1 examined ihe opinion 


with 
care and with caution ; and the result 


was a perfect conviction of its necessity.— 1 he 
duke d'Enghien was accessary to the confede- 
racy ; and although the resident of a neutral 
territory, the urgency of the ease, in which my 
safety and the public tranquillity, 
to use no 


"tronger expression, were involved, justifiedthe 
proceeding». 
1accordingly ordered him to be 


seized and tried ; he wa» found guilty and sen- 
tenced to be shot. 
The sentence was imme- 


diately executed ; and the same fate would 
havefollowed, had it been Eoui» XVIII. 
For I 


again declare, that I found it necessary toroll 
the thunder back on the metropoli» ofEngland, 
as from thence; with the count d'Artois at their 
head, did the assassin» assail me. 


" Your country also accuses me of tbe death 


of Pichegru." 
1 rep ied, "It is most certainly 


and universally believed throughout the whole 
British empire, that he was strangled in prison 
by your orders." 
Herapidly answered," What 


idle, disingenuousfolly ! a fine proof how pre- 
judicecan destroy the boasted reasoning facul- 
ties of Englishmen! Why, I ask you, should 
lhat life be taken away in secret, which the 
laws consigned to the hands of a public execu- 
tioner. 
The-matter would have been different 


with respect to Mnreau.—Had he di<>d in a 
dungeon, there might have been grounds to 
justify the suspicion that he had not been guil- 
ty of suicide. 
He was a very popular charac- 


ter a» well a»'much beloved by the army ; and 
| sbottld never have lost the odium, however 
guiltless I might have been, if «be justice ofhi» 
'death, «apposing his life to have been forfeited 


by thelaws, had notbeen made apparent by the 
most puolic execution." 


Here 
he paused; an! I replied—I'There 


may perhaps, be persons in England, who are 
disposed to acknowledge the necessity ofrigor- 
ous measure» at this important period of your 
his'ory ; but none, I believe, are te be found 
who would attempt to justify the precipitate 
manner in.which the young prince was seized, 
tried, sentenced ami shot." 
He instantly ans- 


wered, " I was justified in my own mind, and I 
repeat the declaration which I have already 
made, that I would have ordered the execution 
ofLouis XVIII. 
At the same time, I solemnly 


affirm", that no message or letter from the duke 
reached 
me after sentence of death had been 


passed upon hnn " 
Talleyrand, however, was said to be in pos- 


sesion of a letter from the Royal prisoner, ad- 
dressed to Napoleon, which they who are well 
qualified to know, declared he took upon him- 
self not to deliver till it was too late 
to be of 


any service to the writer. 
I saw a copy of this 


litter in posaes-ion of Count de lasCa-es, which 
lie calmly represented lo me as one ofthe mass 


■f documents, formed or collected to authen- 
ticate and justify certain mysterious part» of 
the history which-he was occasionally employ- 


-■ 
' in writing, under t!:e dictation oi the hero 


of it. 
Do not startle ; the letter was to beg 


his life ; and to this effect. 
It stated his opi- 


nion lhat iheBouibon dynasty was terminated. 
This was ihe settled opinion of his mind, and 
he was about lo prove the sincerity of it. 
He 


now considered France no other than 
as his 


country, wh eh he loved 
with the most 
pa- 


triotic ardor, but merely a» a pr.vate citizen. 
The crown was no longer in his view; it was 
now beyond the posstblli'y of recovery; it 
would not, it could not be restored. 
He there- 


fore reqoe-ted to be allowed to live and devote 
his life and services to France, merely as a 
native of it — He was ready to take any cotn- 
inand or any rank in the French army, lo be- 
come a brave and loyal soldier, subject to the 
will and orders of the Government in whose 
hands soever it might be, to which he wa» 
ready to swear fealty ; and that, if his life wa» 
spared, he would devote it with the utmost 
courage and fidelity to support France against 
all its enemies. 
Such was the letter which, 


as it was represented to me, Talleyrand took 
care not to deliver till the hand that wrote it 
wa. unnerv.-et by death. 
Napoleon 
continued] 


to speak of the Bourbon family—"' Had I," he 
said, " been anxious to get any, or all the Bour- 
bons into my possession, I could have accom- 
plished the 
object —Your smugglers offered 


me a Bouibon tor a staled sum, 
( I think 
he 


named 40,000 francs) hut on coming lo a more 
precise explanation, they entertained a doubt 
of fulfilling tbe engagement as it was original- 
ly proposed. 
They wou d nol undertake to
